on the string can be forgiven. 
Dulles has an International practice 
that is sometimes referred to as a private State Department. 
Brain-, 
success and financial interests in foreign business have long been 
known as political handicaps. Dulles has them galore. 
Will Not Help Dulle* 
Nor will it help Dulles to point out that he is running against an­ 
other successful money-man. H erbert H. Lehman, his Democratic op­ 
ponent lor the senatorship. Lehman, a wealthy investment banker and 
a New Deal Democrat, can always qualify as one of those “traitors to 
his class’’ whom the voting masses are supposed to dote upon 
Dulle-, 
as a Democrat, would be all right 
But Dulles, as a Republican, has 
actually come out for a capitalistic program of lower taxation and 
fewer give-away gadgets for the under-privileged. 
T hat’s not only a 
handicap, but a st-ri-imposed one in modern politics. 
Another characteristic of amateurs-in-politics— and an 
integral 
part of their story— is an inability to straddie the issues. 
Thi« refresh­ 
ing draw-back was certainly one of Wendell Willkie's most charm ing 
qualities until the professional campaigners took him in charge 
Will- 
kie captivated the Republican Convention of 1940 with his blundering 
sincerity. 
He was well on his way toward captivating the electorate 
until some misguided well-wishers taught him to cultivate the me* 
too habit. 
From then on he ceased to be a simon-pure am ateur and 
became a sort Of semi-pro, no match at all for his thoroughly profes­ 
sional opponent of that year. 
So far, at least, Eisenhower and Dulles have kept the am ateur 
touch.
